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TO VIENNA ! 

The Twenty-eighth Universal Esperanto 
Congress, which is to take place in Vienna 
from the 8th to the 15th of August next, is 
of special significance. It is being held in 
that city by direct invitation of the Austrian 
Government, which, it may be hoped, has 
thus set an example for the future—and has 
undoubtedly enhanced in no small degree 
the prestige and importance of Esperanto. 

Not content with an invitation alone, the 
Government has placed important public 
buildings at the disposal of the Congress 
Committee, has allowed State officials to 
participate in the organization of the 
Congress, and lias furnished direct financial 
assistance. The Patrons of the Congress 
include a number of high dignitaries, 
including Chancellor Schuschnigg himself 
and several of his Ministers. Further, the 
Municipality of Vienna is actively parti¬ 
cipating in the arrangements for the festival. 

Vienna, of old-time fame, is still one of 
Europe’s most attractive capitals, and is 
situated amid beautiful scenery. The friend¬ 
liness and charm of its inhabitants are 
proverbial, and visitors quickly succumb to 

the enchantment of the citv. No one need 

% 

feel out of place in this centre of culture and 
social amenity—least of all if he or she 
attends the coming Congress as one of the 
Esperantist multitude whom Vienna will 
delight to honour. 

The British Esperanto Association is 
organizing two travelling parties to the 
Congress, particulars of which will be found 
on the cover of this Journal, and one of 
which includes an enchanting tour through 
hundreds of miles of the Austrian country¬ 
side. It is very desirable to make early 
application for enrolment.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1935. 


To be presented to the members at the Annual General Meeting at The Hayes, 

Swanwick, on Sunday, June 7th, 1936, 


The Council have the honour to present 
the following Report for the year 1935. 

Membership. — The members of the 
Association at the end of the year numbered 
2,162, as compared with 2,020 for 1934. 
This is a record figure, but in view of the 
special efforts made to enrol new members 
under the Three Year Plan and in other 
ways, it cannot be regarded as satisfactory, 
owing to the regrettable lapsing, as usual, 
of many former members. No less than 
377 new members joined the Association 
during the year, and it is thus seen that 
over 200 persons who were members in 
1934 failed to renew their subscriptions— 
despite reminders from headquarters. Until 
this annual defection of a portion of the 
membership is checked, the Association will 
continue to fall short of its proper strength, 
and the Council earnestly appeals to existing 
members who might contemplate the non¬ 
renewal of their subscriptions to reconsider 
the matter, and to continue their support 
of the Association. The inconvenience of 
remitting a small sum yearly can be avoided 
by paying several years’ subscriptions in 
advance. 

It is particularly desirable that present 
members paying 9/- or more annually, in 
order to be registered as aktivaj membroj of 
U.E.A., should maintain their support, and 
that the number of such members should 
be greatly increased. Of the 2,162 members 
mentioned above, only 560 were of this kind, 
a proportion which, it will be admitted, is 
regrettably low'. Not only does U.E.A. 
itself urgently require more support in this 
direction, but the B.E.A. would also 
materially benefit, since in the case of 
aktivaj membroj a financial advantage 
accrues to B.E.A. funds, whilst out of every 
5/- subscription received 7d. has to be paid 
over to U.E.A. 

The Council would also welcome a larger 
number of Junior Members (persons under 
18 years of age), the 1935 figure, viz., 68, 
being distinctly too low. They would draw 
the attention of parents and teachers to this 
category of membership. 

Groups and Federations. —In 1935 there 
were on the Register 87 Affiliated Groups 
and 13 Federations. The Group system on 
its present basis has been the subject of 
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discussion and criticism in various quarters 
for some time past, and it is possible that 
certain proposals for its modification may 
be put forward at a convenient opportunity. 
But properly conducted Groups still form a 
very useful side of the Esperanto life of the 
country, and the Council hope that under 
the Three Year Plan, and otherwise, active 
Groups will continue to be formed, whether 
or not actually affiliated to the Association. 
It may once more be emphasised that there 
is no limitation of the number of Affiliated 
Groups existing in any town or district, 
provided that each Group conforms with the 
specified conditions. 

It is very desirable that all properly 
established Groups, w’hether affiliated to the 
Association or not, should join the appro¬ 
priate Federation. The efficiency of the 
Federations is a matter of no small 
importance, and a Federation should not be 
weakened and reduced in utility by the 
indifference of local bodies of Esperantists 
in its area. 

The Three Year Plan. —Much interest was 
taken during the year in this project, and 
most of the Federations worked energetically 
towards the obtaining of as high a percentage 
as possible of the quotas assigned to them 
in respect of new Groups, Members, “Friends 
of Esperanto,” and (from July onwards) 
donations to the Jubilee Fund. The Silver 
Cup offered by a member of the Association 
for the highest “score” was won by the 
Eastern Federation, with nearly 65 per cent, 
of the possible total of points. Hearty 
congratulations are due to the officers and 
members of the Federation on this result of 
their efforts. 

General Finance. —The Trading Account 
(mainly Book Sales) for 1935 showed a 
profit of nearly £300, against £285 in 1934 
and £224 in 1933. The net receipts on 
Subscriptions were £616, as compared with 
£546 in 1934 and £493 in 1933 ; the present 
figure includes £40 from “Friends of 
Esperanto”, but after allowing for this it 
reflects the increase in membership already 
mentioned, and the year 1936 will, it is 
confidently hoped, show a further advance. 
Donations to General Funds were fairly 
satisfactory at £63, and the Touring Depart¬ 
ment (embracing the holiday “Caravans”) 




made a profit of £51— a result markedly in 
advance of the corresponding figures for the 
two previous years. As mentioned in the 
Report for 1934, the Association is now a 
Tourist sub-agency, and can supply tickets 
for a large selection of conducted and 
private tours at home and abroad. 

The Motor Car and Propaganda Fund 
was well supported, and further reference 
to this will be found under a later heading. 

The outgoings on Salaries and on Rent 
and Rates were higher than in 1934, owing 
mainly to the necessity for additional 
clerical assistance and the hiring of an 
extra room for the storage of book stocks. 
These requirements have an encouraging 
side, but they point to the need for a larger 
membership, or other support, to pay for 
them. 

On inspection of the Balance Sheet it 
will be seen that the item “Life Sub¬ 
scriptions’’ no longer appears as a Liability. 
The Council have transferred this sum to 
the credit of Capital, as it is not a liability 
to any outside creditor, or reservable for 
any definite purpose other than the ordinary 
rights of membership, and it is no longer 
thought necessary to keep it “earmarked” 
like the Special Funds which are still shown 
in the Balance Sheet. 

During the year the Association received 
£180 as a bequest to Capital under the will 
of the late Mr. J. H. Wescott of Shaftesbury. 

Jubilee Fund. —By a resolution of the 
Annual General Meeting, 1935, a “Jubilee 
Tund” was set up as part of the Three Year 
Plan, with the object of raising a sufficient 
sum to enable the Association to acquire 
premises of its own in 1937, the Jubilee 
Year of Esperanto. At the end of 1935 
ihe Fund amounted to /461, which it was 
decided to hand over to the Association’s 
Trustees for early investment. It will be 
seen from the Balance Sheet that £100 of 
this appears as already invested in Sheffield 
(. orporation Stock ; this is the Stock 
previously held by the Association as an 
interest-bearing investment, but, owing to 
the deficit incurred on Revenue Account 
and the resulting need for cash, it was 
sold” to the Jubilee Fund, and is thus lost 

as an ordinary asset. 

The moneys of the Fund will continue to 
be similarly handed over to the Trustees 
as they accrue, and the interest received 
will be added to the Fund itself. 

The Fund has already tapped consider¬ 
able new sources of income for its special 
purpose, and it is essential for members and 
lriends of the Association to bear in mind 
that this is precisely what is desired. 


To assist the Fund at the expense of ordinary 
donations, subscriptions or guarantees 
would hinder the current activities of the 
Association. 

The Council are very grateful to the many 
donors and workers for the Fund whose 
generous efforts have already raised it to 
such a substantial level. They would, 
however, point out that at least £1,500 is 
still required, if the scheme is to "fulfil its 
object in the manner contemplated. 

Guarantee Fund. —The sum received from 
Guarantors in 1935 was £225, against £253 
in 1934. The Council once more record 
their thanks for this invaluable assistance— 
still one of the mainstays of the Association, 
much as it is to be hoped that increased 
income from other sources may eventually 
render it unnecessary. 

Members are reminded that Guarantees 
(in effect, deferred donations) of 5/- upwards 
are accepted, and that a wider participation 
in this provision of auxiliary income is 
desirable. 

Motor Car. —The car was extensively used 
throughout the year by the Senior Officers, 
primarily for the educational propaganda 
referred to below, but also for visiting 
Groups, Federation Conferences and so on. 
The total mileage covered was 25,250. 
As will be seen from the Revenue Account, 
most of the expenses were covered by 
donations to the Motor Car and Propaganda 
Fund, and hearty thanks are due to the 
generous contributors who enabled this 
essential side of the work to be maintained. 

This particular car was purchased towards 
the end of 1934, and in the interests of sound 
finance it was decided to set aside £50 as 
depreciation in the first year, if was, 
however, found that after a year’s running 
the car would still be saleable second-hand 
at a price only £50 less than that of a new 
car of similar type ; it was therefore decided 
to effect a double transaction at the end of 
the year, and the Association thus had a 
completely new car with which to start the 
year 1936. Further, through the generosity 
of a member, half of the £50 loss was not, 
in fact, incurred, this valuable special gift 
of £25 being included in the £139 shown as 
given to the Fund during the year. 

Propaganda. —Apart from the ordinary 

routine methods of propaganda from head¬ 
quarters (such as assisting local bodies, 
private members and others in their work 
for the movement by keeping up the supply 
of useful leaflets, furnishing advice, address¬ 
ing meetings, and so on, and the contribution 
of articles and letters to the Press by the 





Senior Officers), the year has seen an 
extremely encouraging continuance of the 
systematic work carried on in the schools 
by the Education and Propaganda Secretary, 
Mr. M. C. Butler. This important form of 
activity, rendered possible by the possession 
of the motor car, is now becoming to some 
extent of a cumulative or self-extending 
character—thanks to the talent for organiz¬ 
ing and fostering it which Mr. Butler so 
eminently possesses—and during 1935 some 
very noteworthy results were achieved ; 
moreover, it may be added, a considerable 
sum was received through book sales and 
the enrolment of new members. Only an 
inadequate outline of the work can be 
given in the brief reports published from 
time to time in the Journal. It must suffice 
to say here that at the 101 schools and other 
educational institutions visited during the 
year, nearly 15,000 pupils, and about 500 
of their teachers, were addressed and given 
specimen lessons in Esperanto, and that over 
6,000 elementary textbooks were sold to 
them. There were some notable instances 
of the overcoming of scepticism and indiffer¬ 
ence among teachers and educationists, 
and there can be no doubt that a marked 
increase has resulted in the interest taken 
in the language in such circles—frequently 
evidenced, it may be added, by enthusiastic 
written testimony from school authorities. 

The work of the Education Committee 
and its Secretary, Miss V. C. Nixon— 
including the organizing of special meetings 
and useful activities behind the scenes, 
in which Mr. Butler and others participated 
—was continued to the same end ; and it 
has now become clear that when examining 
bodies decide to include Esperanto among 
their subjects there will be many more 
school classes in the language than is 
at present the case. In a number of 
schools the requirements of the existing 
curriculum are admitted to be the clyef 
if not the only obstacle. It is obvious 
that to be effective, representations to 
the examination authorities must come 
mainly from the teaching profession, and 
the enrolment of a larger body of teachers 
in our movement is an urgent desideratum. 

The forthcoming Universal Congress in 
Vienna furnished an opportunity for the 
Council to arrange a competition for 
beginners on the lines of that for the 
Congress of 1935. This resulted in the 
enrolment of 84 new members of the 
Association, of whom, after examination, 
two will be awarded free trips to the 
Congress. 


Mr. E. D. Durrant, Secretary of the Radio 
Committee, regularly contributed informa¬ 
tion on Esperanto broadcasts to the columns 
of the Journal throughout the year. It is 
hoped that an increasing number of members 
will make a point of listening to such 
broadcasts whenever possible—many of 
them are of a high order of interest and 
attractiveness—and on suitable occasions 
sending appreciative postcards to the 
stations concerned, as evidence of the 
utility of their enterprise and an encourage¬ 
ment to continue it. 

A useful propaganda pamphlet, summariz¬ 
ing recent progress in the movement, was 
issued by the Association during the year 
under the title Esperanto 1935 • This served 
two purposes, that of a report for the 
"Friends of Esperanto” (who received it 
free of charge) and that of a practical 
propagandilo for general circulation. The 
demand for copies was gratifying, and, in 
all, 4,000 had to be printed. It is proposed 
to issue a similar pamphlet annually. 

The Journal.— The enlargement of The 
British Esperantist, brought into effect at 
the beginning of the year, proved successful 
in providing a better magazine at very 
little extra cost. It is, however, still 
impossible to issue a journal of a size and 
character commensurate with the import¬ 
ance of the Association, and it would appear 
that only a largely increased membership 
could enable this to be done. As Editor, 
Mr. Butler has consequently continued his 
work under considerable difficulties, and 
must be sincerely thanked for the results 
attained. 

Mr. W. Severn carried on the educational 
section of the journal throughout the year, 
but had to relinquish his work in this 
direction as from the beginning of 1936. 
The Council take this opportunity of 
publicly expressing their grateful thanks, 
and those of the Association as a. whole, 
to Mr. Severn for his devotion to this useful 
task for so many years. 

Congresses and Conferences. —The British 
Congress held at Whitsuntide at Southend- 
on-Sea was excellently organized by the 
local Society, and greatly enjoyed by those 
present. The interest of the proceedings 
was enhanced by the presence of Mr. G. 
Warmer, of Paris, and several other friends 
from abroad. The Southend Society are to 
be congratulated not only on the arrange¬ 
ments made for the Congress, but also on 
its financial success. 
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About 100 British Esperantists took part 
in the Universal Congress held in Italy, 
and of these 79 travelled in the B.E.A.’ 
official party organised by the Association’s 
Secretary, Mr. C. C. Goldsmith. He himself 
attended the Congress as a member of the 
Committee of the Universal Esperanto 
Association and represented the B.E.A. at 
its sittings in Rome and Naples, at which 
some important issues were discussed. 
He was appointed to serve on a sub¬ 
committee formed to deal with certain 
matters affecting the progress of U.E.A. 

In addition to the periodical Federation 
Conferences held during the year, a special 
Conference of Officers, Councillors, Federa¬ 
tion and Group Officials, and Local Delegates 
was held at Swanwick in September, on the 
lines of that arranged in 1934. It was then 
decided to hold the British Congress of 1936 • 
at the same place, under the direct auspices 
of the Association. 

Correspondence Courses. — The Council 

have pleasure in expressing their gratitude 
to the Rev. W. J. Downes, as Secretary of 
the Correspondence Courses, and to his 
willing band of Tutors, for a record year of 
useful voluntary work for the Association 
and the movement. The Courses may once 
more be commended to the notice of private 
students of Esperanto, whether beginners 

or those requiring advanced instruction 
under expert guidance. 

Examinations.—During the year 32 candi¬ 
dates obtained the Preliminary certificate 
of the Association, and 15 the Diploma, 
whilst one secured the valuable Licentiate- 
ship. A much larger entry for these 
examinations is desired in 1936, and in this 
connection members may be reminded that 
points can thus be gained towards 
Federation quotas under the Three Year 
Plan. To all the Examiners concerned, the 
Council offer their sincere appreciation of 
the useful work performed. 

In the Royal Society of Arts Examina¬ 
tions, 32 candidates were successful in the 
Elementary and 13 in the Advanced Grade. 
John Buchanan Prizes were awarded by the 
University of Liverpool to Mr. T. L. C. 
Bluett, Worthing ; Mr. M. M. Du Merton, 
London ; Mr. J. Farrand, Doncaster ; and 
Mr. H. N. Nowell, Sandwich. 

Administration. — The Executive Com¬ 
mittee met regularly to carry out routine 
business and to prepare recommendations 
and reports for the Council, but, as usual, 
the bulk of the active work was performed 
by the Senior and Junior salaried staff. 


whose efficiency and devotion merit the 
highest commendation. Much of this work 
has been indicated in the present Report, 
but there are many essential (and at times 
exacting) tasks which do not find a place 
here, and which, like so much of the 
voluntary service also performed for the 
Association, officially and otherwise, are of 
necessity carried on in obscurity. The 
Council know that such jobs are their own 
reward, but they would none the less convey 
the gratitude of the Association to all 
concerned. 

A number of new Local Delegates and 
Vice-Delegates of LhE.A. were appointed 

during the year, and the total under the 

B.E.A. is now 196. Mr. F. E. Wadham 
continued his efficient superintending work 
as Chief Delegate in direct relations with 
the headquarters of U.E.A.

On page 233 appeared details of these 
examinations, to which the attention of 
group and class leaders is directed. The 
requirements are as follows :— 

STAGE I.—ELEMENTARY. 

1. Translation of a prose passage from Esperanto 
into English. 

2. Translation of a prose passage from English 
into Esperanto. 

3. Direct composition in Esperanto. 

4. Additional questions may be set to test 
grammatical knowledge. 

STAGE IL—INTERMEDIATE. 

1. Translation into English of passages in prose, 
verse or dramatic form. 

2. Translation into Esperanto of a passage of 
English literary prose. 

3. Direct composition in Esperanto. 

4. There may be additional language tests. 

The following abbreviated extracts from 
the Examiner's Reports will be of interest : 

Stage I. ... The hardest phrase in the passage 
was kiuj alie mankus : alie was confused with 
alia) and aliloke ; the construction of the verb 
tnanki was unknown to many, and the significance 
of the conditional ending was overlooked. There is 
frequent confusion between loĝi and vivi ; and 
between kun and te. 

The general level of spelling and accentuation 
was low, giving the impression that many candidates 
had begun their study of the language in an oral 
course, and had not followed it up by more intensive 
work. Excellent as such courses are in themselves, 
they need to be supplemented by reading and by 
written work under the guidance of a teacher if 
candidates are to do well in this examination. 

Stage II. Disimila was sometimes mistaken for 
malsimila. . . . The translation into Esperanto 
proved once more to be a test of the writers' under¬ 
standing of English, as well as of their ability to use 
Esperanto. It is astonishing that a quarter of the 
candidates should fail to realize the ellipsis of the 
relative pronoun in The freedom she experienced 
went . . . After that, it was too much to hope that 
many would distinguish satisfactorily between 
knowledge , insight, learning and accomplishments, 
and in fact no-onc quite succeeded. The reading 
of good English authors and the habitual use of a 
good English dictionary may be recommended to 
ambitious candidates in future years. . . . Some 
of the essays were very good indeed ... the best 
essayists had a command of the language quite 
equal to the expression of their ideas.

THE 

LEAGUE OF NATIONS UNION 

The following letter appeared in the 
February issue of Headway :— 

AN INTERNATIONAL LANGUAGE. 

Sir,— One of the main supports of a military 
dictatorship is its ability to shut out information 
and criticism from abroad by banning foreign 
newspapers, and by internal censorship. Thus, 
with a few exceptions, only Italians who can 
understand broadcasts in one or more foreign 
languages get anything from outside. Here is an 
argument for an international auxiliary language. 
Were broadcasts of news, etc., in Esperanto general 
the power of a dictator to shut out information 
would be much reduced. 

It is high time that a serious move was made at 
Geneva in this matter. Man has made wonderful 
progress in scientific discovery, but to enable him 
to reap the fruits of his inventions it is necessary to 
facilitate the exchange of ideas. Esperanto was 
favourably reported upon by the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations, and the report in question was 
adopted by the Third Assembly. Steps should be 
taken to get this secondary language taught in the 
primary schools of all League countries.

It will be recalled that in 1932 the L.N.U. 
was instrumental in getting a Resolution 
for the investigation of the International 
Language question presented to a Conference 
of National League of Nations' Societies in 
Paris. This was referred back to the 
various national societies for consideration. 




For a number of reasons, mainly due to 
■changes in international affairs, nothing 
further resulted. 

Since then, however, certain governments 
have interested themselves in the question. 
The most outstanding is the Austrian. 
Esperanto has been discussed in the 
Hungarian Parliament, and the Inter¬ 
national Language problem was raised 
recently in the Australian Parliament. 

It is very desirable that every effort 
should be made to bring the matter before 
the League of Nations Union again, and 
Esperantists are particularly asked to avail 
themselves of the opportunity presented by 
this letter in headway, by writing to the 
paper, and by interesting their local 
Branches.
